In the early ’80s, Oliver Stone — who was a 
hot screenwriter, but not yet a director — 


was commissioned to write the Scarface script. 


Being a cokehead, he spent time with dealers 
learning about the trade and sampling the 
product. When it came time to write the 
screenplay, however, he went cold turkey. 


Stone had almost worked with 

Al Pacino in 1978. Big Al was 
set to star in Born on the Fourth of 
July, but financing fell through just 
three days before filming was to 
begin. Stone finally got the film 


While filming Scarface's final shootout, 
Pacino gripped his machine gun’s barrel. 


Itwas so hot, it gave him second-degree burns, 


shutting production down for 14 days. 


Filming moved from Miami to LA when 
locals protested the script’s portrayal of 


Cubans. The Miami city commissioner 
demanded the script be changed to make 
Pacino’s drug lord a spy sent by Fidel Castro to 


| corrupt America. Producers declined, as that 


would have changed the entire movie. 


The ratings board gave Scarface an X | 


because they felt the final shootout, 
the chainsaw attack and the 206 
uses of the word “fuck” warranted 
something more extreme than an 
Rrating. Director Brian De Palma 
finally won an R, but disgusted by 
the process, he vowed to make his 
next film a hard X to show the board 
what objectionable material really looked 
like. He created Body Double, which is set in 
the porn underworld and includes a woman 
being murdered with a giant drill. Ironically, 
it was immediately given an R rating. (LB)

Andhoey, 
however, was unimpressed after 
successfully making his journey. 
“Thad sailed a long distance to 
get there and I was let down,” he 
says. “It was nothing more than 
some rocks surrounded by fierce 
seas. I knew there was only one 
place left to conquer: Antarctica.” 
The route to Antarctica is so

perilous that today’s sailors still treat 
the trip with respect and fear, even 
with all the conveniences that 

modern technology affords them. 
Andhoey was warned not to take 

such a journey. “It’s like playing 
Russian roulette,” one experienced 

| sailor told him just weeks before the | 
| trip. “If you get hit by really bad 
weather, you have small hope ina 
large boat, and in one like yours, 
you're finished.” 

Andhoey, however, seemed to 
have nothing but contempt for the 
trip, bringing with him only a VHF 
radio, a compass and a wooden 
statue of Nord, the Viking god of 
the sea, for good luck—there would 
be no GPS, weather radar or other 
helpful modern devices. He 
positioned himself for his Antarctic 
| journey by sailing Berserk around 
the Cape and through the Straits of 
Magellan to the port city of Ushuaia, 
the jumping-off point for many 
Antarctic sailing expeditions. It 
was there that he spent the next 
three months preparing. “I replaced 
the rigging, filled cracks in the 
fiberglass and started looking for 
a crew.” No one materialized. “Most 
people weren't serious. They wanted 
it to be a cruise.”

The sight of land, any 
land, rejuvenated the weary crew. 
That night, they docked the boat and 
blasted music, downing shot after 
shot of rum. “T felt like we hit the 
summit of Everest,” Andhoey says. 
His joy was short-lived, however, 
because after setting sail the next 
day, bad weather returned. “I want 
to go home,” Manuel wailed over 
and over, before eventually coming 
to blows with a frustrated Andhoey. 
“I'm going to jump overboard if you 
keep me here,” Manuel cried. 
Andhoey decided to sail 
back toward South America, 
hoping to find a boat to pick 
up Manuel along the way. 
Two days later, salvation 
came in the form of a 
cruise ship. “I reached 
them on the VHF,” 
Andhoey says. “They 
said they would take 
him. With Manuel gone, 
I could focus all my 
energy on our voyage.” 
Having ditched their 
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Antarctica. They were soon 
surrounded by towering white peaks, 
crystal clear blue water and marine 
life that few humans ever get to see. 
Huge gray whales would swim by and 
then breach, leaping into the air 
and crashing down with a splash. 
“Mercy thought he was king of the 
animals and was convinced that 

his whale call brought them 

over,” Andhoey recalls. “I knew

| It was March 9 when Andhoey and

The boat had gained some 
stability, but the starboard window 
was gone, the dinghy lost, the wind 
pilot wrecked, a solar panel smashed 
and every stitch of clothing soaked. 
With the storm still in a fury, 
Andhoey and Mercy stuffed a 
mattress and a sleeping bag into the 
broken window and tried to make 
emergency calls on the radio. That 
too was broken. With only one half- 
wet bag left, Mercy and Andhoey 
climbed in together for warmth and 
dozed off, leaving the boat adrift at

sea. In their disastrous state, a new 
plan was created. “We decided to 
turn back toward the nearest port, 
in the Falklands,” Andhoey recalls. 
After seven days sailing in a 
frigid, wet boat with nothing but 
each other's stinking bodies for 
warmth, The Horn and Tierra del 
Fuego mercifully appeared on the 
horizon.

ndercover agents 
have an uncanny

As the entire country is learning, 
0.C. is slang for Southern California's 
Orange County, an area where, coin- 
cidentally, Melinda and McG grew up. 
The show centers on Newport Beach, 
the county's richest community. 
“My character is supposed to have 
fake everything,” Melinda muses. 
“I, of course, have never had 
anything done.

Every teenager dreams about 
meeting a mother like this. 
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Is there any particular MILF on which 
you're basing your 0.C. performance? 
Me. I’m a MILF in real life. I like that 
term—a friend’s son mumbled it 
behind my back recently.

a daughter doesn’t mean I can’t be 
sexy.

Ican flip quarters with my stomach.

I can also handle a gun, 
I'ma trained soprano, and my mom 
was a ballet dancer, so I’m very 
limber. Although these days, I only 
do stuff like that when I’m drunk.

I was young, and I was feeling a little 
intimidated, so my director said to 
me, “Because your character was a 
stripper, you need to go to a strip 
club and watch the women do their 
thing. Then you're going to come 

in here and do it for us.” I took it as 
a challenge, and when it comes to 
challenges, I don’t back down. Later 
that night, I was wasted at a party 
and decided it was time to show what 
I was made of. I started stripping to 
“LA Woman” by The Doors—that's a 
seven-minute song, mind you. When 
I came into work the next day, I was 
superconfident. 

When was the last time you were in 

a strip club? 

Last weekend. It was my best friend’s 
bachelorette party. We took her to 

a male strip club in Vegas, but we 
had to walk through the female 

club to get there. 

Which was more enjoyable? 

It’s such a different environment. 
I’m not sure which I prefer. There are 
more rules at the women’s strip club. 
I got lap dances at both, but when 
the guy was dancing on me, I put my 
legs up in the air and he freaked out.
